Fter this Book was laſt Printed, I underſtood that 
Mr. Francis T hynn had a purpoſe, as indeed he hath when 
A time ſhall ſerve, to ſet out Chaucer with a Comment in 

our T e, as the tahans have Petrark and others in their Lan- 

cb Whereapod, Ipurpoſed not to meddle any farther in this 
Work, altho ſome promiſe made to the contrary, but to referr 
all to him; being a Gentleman for that purpoſe inferiour to none, 
both in regard of his own Skill, as alſo of thoſe helps left to him 
by his Father. Yet notwithſtanding, Chaucer now being Printed 
in, I was willing, not only to help ſome Imperfections, but 
to add fome things; whereunto he did not only perſuade 
me, but moſt kindly lent me his Help and Direction. By this 


means molt of his old Words are reſtored ; Proverbs and Sen- 


tences marked ; ſuch Notes as were colle&ed, drawn into bet- 
ter order; and the Text by old Copies corrected. | 

But of fome things I muſt advertiſe * Readers; as firſt, that in 
Chaucer they ſhall find the Proper Names oftentimes much differ- 
ing from the Latin and Greek, from whence they are drawn; 
whichthey muſt not condemn in him as a fault: for both he, and 
other Poets, in T ranſlating ſuch Words from one Language into 
another, do ule, as the Latins and Greeks do, the ſufidry Species of 
Metaplaſmms : as Campaneus for Capaneus; Atheon for Aeon ; 
Adriane for Ariadue. Which Chaucer doth in other Words 
allo; as gon for begon; leve for beleve; peraunter for peradven- 
tare; loveden for did love; woneden for did won, &c. 

It is his manner likewiſe, imitating the Greeks, by two Nega- 
tives to cauſe a greater Negation; as, I ne ſaid none ill. 

Allo many times to underſtand his Verb; as, I not what men

And for his Verſes, altho in divers places they may ſeem to 
us to ſtand of uncqual Meaſures; yet a Skiltul Reader, that can 
ſcan them in their nature, ſhall find it otherwiſe. And if a Verſe 
here and there fall out a Syllable ſhorter or longer than another, 
I rather aret it to the negligence and rape of Adam Scrivener, that 
I may ſpeak as Chaucer doth, than to any unconning or over- ſighht 
in the Author: for how fearful he was to have his Works mil 
written, or his Verſe miſmeaſured, may appear in the End of 
his Fifth Book of Troylus and Creſeide, where he writeth thus: 


And fo? thete is ſo great diverſitie 
In Engitth, and in wating of our tongue, 

y J God, that none miſwute thee, 
Ne milmetre fo2 defaut of tongue, cc. 


| - Moreover, whereas in the explanation of the old Words, ſundry 


of their Significations by me given, may to ſome ſeem conjectural; 
yet ſuch as underſtand the Dialects of our Tongue, eſpecially in the 
North, and have knowledge in ſome other Languages, will judge 
otherwiſe: and for the ſatisfying of others, which want ſuch skill, 
I have by theſe Characters 4. g. I i. f d. b. notified to them from 
what Tongue or Dialect ſuch Words are derived. 

It were a Labour worth commendation, if ſome Scholar, that 
hath Skill and Leifure, would conferr Chaucer with thoſe learned 
Authors, both in Greek and Latin, from whom he hath drawn 


many excellent things; and at large report ſuch Hiſtories, as in 


his Works are very frequent, and: many of them hard to be 
found: which would fo grace this Ancient Poet, that whereas 


divers have thought him unlearned, and his Writings mere Tri- 
fles, it ſhould appear, That beſides the knowledge of ſundry 


Tongues, he was a Man of great Reading and deep Judgment. 
This courleI began in the former Inipreſſion, but here of purpoſe 
have leſt it off; as alſo the Deſcription of Perſons and Places, 
except ſome few of more worthy note; as a labour rather for a 
Commentor, for that it concerneth Matter, than for him that 
intendeth only-the explaining of Words. And thus to con- 
clude, I commit to your wonted Favour, this our Poet, and 
what here is done for the Poets fake.

Am ſorry, that neither the worthineſs of Chaucers own Praiſe, nor the im- 
portunate Prayers of divers your loving Friends, can yet move you to put 

into print thoſe good Obſervations of him, and Collections that you have ga- 
thered. For, as for the Objettions againſt him, that in our private Talk you 
> are wont to ſay are commonly. alledged, as firſt, That many of his Words 
are become (as it were) vinewed and hoary with oyer-long lying; and next, that 
ſome of his Speeches are ſomewhat too broad and plain; and that the Work there- 
fore ſhould be the leſs gracious : theſe are either no Cauſes, or no cauſes ſuffici- 
ent, to withold from Chaucer ſuch deſert of Glory as you may beſtow upon him at 
your Pleaſure. | 

It is well known to wiſe and learned Men, that all Lan be cither ſuch as 
are contained in Learning, or ſuch as be uſed in daily p and for learned 
Tongues, they having Teſtamentario jure, their Legacies ſet down by them that 
be dead, Words muſt be retained and continued in them in ſuch ſort as they were 
left, without alteration of the Teſtators Wills in any thing, although in his choice 
it be that is to uſe them, when to uſe, or where to refuſe them, at his own diſcre- 
tion. But in uſual Languages of common Practiſe, which in choice of Words are, 
and ever will be ſubject unto change, never ſtanding at one ſtay, but ſometimes 
caſting away old Words, ſometimes renewing of them, and always framing of new, 
no man can ſo write, as that all his Words may remain currant many Years. Which 
thing, Horace, in his Book De arte Poetica, preciſely noteth in theſe Verſes :

For no man can imagine in his fo large compaſs, purpoſing to deſcribe all Eng- 
lib men Humours living in thoſe days, how it had been poſſible ſor him to have 
left untouch d their filth 3 or in diſcovering their deſires, how to have 
expteſꝰd them without ſome of their Words. £9 

And now to compare him with other Poets: His Canterlury Tales contain in 
them almoſt the ſame Argument that is handled in Comedies: His Stile therein for 
the moſt part is low and open, and like unto theirs: but herein they differ 3 The 
Comedy-Writers do all follow and borrow one from another, as Terexce from 
Plantus and Menarder : Plautus from Menander and Demophilys : Statins and Cæci- 
lins from Diphilus, Apollodorus, and Philemon; and almoſt all the laſt Comedians 
from that, which was called Antiqua Comædia. The —_ they beat is this, and 

out of the ſame Track they go not; To ſhew the Looſeneſs of many Young-menz 

the Lewdneſs of ſome Loung - women; the crafty School Points of old Bawds ; the 

little regard of honeſt diſpoſed Serving men; the miſerable Wretchednefs of divers 
old Fathers, and their Folly in countenancing and committing their Sons to the 
Charge and Government of moſt impudent and flattering Parafites 3 ſuch as in 
Terence is prating Dæuus and Gets, and bold bawdy Phormio. Chaucers Device of 
his Canterbury Pilgrimage is merely his own: His Drift is to touch all ſorts of men; 
and to diſcover all Vices of that Age; which he doth ſo feelingly, and with fo 
true an Aim, as he never fails to hit whatſoever mark he levels at. 

In his five Books of 7royius and Creſeid, in the Romannt of the Roſe, in his 
Black Knight, in the Mercileſs Lady, in ſome few alſo of his Tales, in his Dream, 
and in that of Blanch, (which is in your hands, and was never yet imprinted) and 
in other his Diſcourſes he ſoareth much higher; and is in his Troilus fo ſententious, 
as there be few Staves in thoſe Books which include not ſome principal Sentence; 
moſt excellently imitating Homer and Virgil, and borrowing often of them, and of 
Horece alſo, .and other the rareſt both Orators and Poets that Have written. Of 
whom, for the ſweetneſs of his Poetry, may be ſaid, that which is reported of 
Steficborus: and as Marcus Cethegus was termed by Ennins, Suade medulla ; fo may 
Chancer rightly be called, The Pith and Sinews of Eloquence, and very Life it ſelf 
of all Mirth and pleaſant Writing: beſides, one Gift he hath above other Authors, 
and that is, By excellency of his Deſcriptions, to poſſeſs his Readers with a more 
forcible Imagination of ſeeing that (as it were) done before their Eyes, which they 
read, than any other that ever hath written in any Tongue. And here I cannot 
forget to remember unto you, thoſe ancient learned Men of our time in Cambridge, 
whoſe diligence, in reading of his Works themſelves, and commending them to 
others of the younger ſort, did firſt bring you and me in love with him: and one 
of them at that time, and all his Life after, was (as you know) one of the rareſt 
men for Learning in the whole World. The fame may be ſaid of that worthy 
learned Man your good Friend in Oxford, who with many other of like excellent 
Judgment have ever had Chaxcer in moſt high Reputation. 

And now, (Mr. Speght) ſeeing not only all Greek and Latin Poets have had 
their Interpreters, and the moſt of them tranſlated into our Tongue, but the French 
alſo and Italian, as Guillaume de Saluſt, that moſt divine French Poet; Petrark and 


Arioſto, thoſe two excellent Italians, ( whereof the laſt, inſtructed by * Jobn

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| Harington doth now ſpeak 2s good Engliſh as he did Italian before, ) (hall only 
Chancer,. our Ancient Poet, nothing i to the beſt, amongſt all the Poets of 
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the World, remain always neglected, neyer be fo well underſtood of his own 
— as —. are? Well, content your ſelf, and ſet your heart at reſt ; 
for, ſeeing I was one of them which firſt procured you to take in hand this Work, 
and ſince you have given me of your Copies to uſe privately for mine own Plea- 
ſure; if you will not put them abroad your ſelf, they ſhall abroad ere long, and 
look into the World without your conſent. Yet, leſt many Inconveniences might 
happen by this Attempt of mine, and divers things be ſet forth contrary unto your 
own liking, let me once again intreat you (as I have done often heretofore ) 
to yield to my juſt and reaſonable ſuit: wherein you ſhall not only ſatisfie that 
Conceit which I have many Years carried of your unſei Love towards me; but 
pleaſure many who daily expect your Pains herein; and perform alſo unto Chaxcer

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and Petrark, thoſe two worthy Wits, deſerve juſt Praiſe. And laſt of all, in his Diſcourſe 


of Germany, he putteth him nothing behind either Thuc:dides or Homer tor his lively de- 
[nt ys" (ne of Places, and nature of Perſons both in outward ſhape of Body, and in- 
ward yy es of Mind adding this withal, That not the proudeſt that hath written 
whatſoever. in theſe Points, can carry away the Praiſe from him. 
Mr. Spenſer, in his fuſt Eglogue of his herds Kalendar, calleth him Tityr«s, the 
God of Shepherds, comparing him to the Worthineſs of the Roman Tityrus Virgil. In 
bis Fairy Queer, in his Diſcourſe of Friendſhip, as thinking himſelt moſt worthy to 
be Chaucer Friend, for his like natural Diſpoſition that Chaucer had, ſhe ſhewcth, 
that none that lived with him, nor none that came after him, durſt preſume to revive 
Chancer's loſt Labours in that imperfect Tale of the Squire, but only himſelf; which 
he had not donc, had he not felt (as be faith) the Infuſion of Chaucers own ſwerct 
Spirit ſurviving within him. And a little before, he termeth him, Moſt renowned 
and Heroical Poct; and his Writings, The Works of Heayenly Wit; concluding his 
Commendation in this manner:

him. Seeing therefore that both old and new Writers have carried this reverend Con- 
ceit of out Poet, and openly declared the ſame by Writing, let us conclude with Ho- 
race, in the eighth Ode of his fourth Book :

And ermore, to; as muche then as the 
caitifte body of man, is rebell both to reaſon 
c to ſenſualite, theretoꝛe it is wozthy death: 
« this ſuffered our Loꝛd Jeſu Chuſt upon 5 
Crofle, whercas there was no part of his bo 
dy free, without great paine and bitter pal 
ſion : & all this ſuftred our Low Jeſu Chaiſe 
that never fo2faited, And therefoze reaſo- 
nably may be ſaid of Jeſu in this maner:To 
much am J pained, fo? things that J never 
delerved : and to much defouled fo2 ſhame 
that man is wozthy to have. And theretoꝛe 
may the {infull man well ſay, as ſavth ſaint 
Bernard: * Accurled be the bitterneſſe of m 
linne, fo2 whiche there muſt bee ſuffered 
much bitter neſſe. Fo2certes,after the divers 
diſcoꝛdance of our wickednefſe, was the pal 
ſion of Jeſu Chat odained in divers things. 
as thus: Certes ſinfult mannes ſoul is be- 
craied of the Oivell, by covetiſe of tempozall 
and ſcoꝛned by deceit, when that 
oe cheleth flefhly delices,and yet it is turmen- 
ted hy impatience of adverſity, and beſpet by 
ler vage and ſubjection of ſinne, and at the 
lat it is ſlain finally. Fc; this diſodinaunce
